The first relic ever to be attribut- 
‘ed to King Solomon's Tempie, built 
3,000 years ago, was acquired for 
$550,000 last week in Switzerland by 
an anonymous donor from an un- 
known seller and flown back home 
as a gift to the Israel Museum, Jeru- 
salem, where it went on exhibition 
at the Weisbord Pavilion {ast night. 
" It will later be permanently on view 
in the Bronfman archeological wing. 
The sensational find is a thumb- 
size miniature pomegranate from 
the mid-8th century BCE, and is 
thought to have topped a sceptre 
carried by a Temple priest. The ivo- 
Ty pomegranate bears an incised in- 
scription in ancient Hebrew script. 
Tt reads:

Israelites until their return from 
Babvlonian captivity (536 BCE), 
when they adopted the square Ara- 
maic script still in use today. It is the 
oldest Hebrew aye. contain-

‘This unique find predates by 100 
ὩΣ the silver scrolls bearing the 

iestly Benediction recently found 
by Dr. Gabriel Barkay in a burial 
cave overlooking Jerusalem's Hin- 
nom Valley. 


Not only does the pomegranate 

predate the rolled silver amulet, but 
the high probability that it was used 
in the Temple service itself makes 
this di ty all the more extraor- 
dinary. No other artifact found to 
date has ever been attributed to the 
Solomonic Temple. 
_ “If it was not part of a sceptre, the 
ivory pomegranate could have been 
a Temple omament, or may have 
adorned the priest's robe,” says Mi- 
chal Dayagi-Mendels, the exhibition 
curator. “It is a unique discovery of 
great significance to the history and 
archeology of ancient Israel.” 

Casved from a single piece of rare 
and precious ivory, the pomegran- 
ate is only 43 mm. high and 21 mm. 
in diameter, with a flat base into 
which a small bole was cut. It con- 
sists of a central ball and a thin neck 
that expands mto what were origi- 
nally six petals, four of which have 
survived. of one side of the relic

Because of its multiple kernels, 
the pomegranate became a re- 
nowned symbol of fertility and has 
been a favourite motif of ancient 
Near Eastern art since the 3rd mil- 
lennium BCE. It is frequently men- 
tioned in the Bible and has been a 
prominent symbol in Jewish art of 
(Continsed on Page 2, Cot.

Middle East diplomatic offensive

The Soviet Union is about to 

launch a major Middle East diplo- 
Inatic offensive to propel the peace 
process forward, says a Soviet offi- 
cial who met with Nimrod Novik in 
Paris this week. Novik, the foreign 
minister’s policy adviser, met with 
the deputy bead of the Soviet For- 
eign Ministry's Middle East Depart- 
ment, Vladimir Terrasov. 

The Soviets, Novik said in an in- 
terview last night, believe that the 
PLO is poised to execute an historic 
tumaround. Discarding universally 
unacceptable demands of the past, 
the PLO is likely to go further even 
than the American conditions for 
recognizing them, according to Ter- 
rasov. The Soviets, Terrasov told 
Novik, are playing a significant role 
in the current developments within 
the PLO. 


Novik replied thar Israel expects 
only partial and ambiguous steps 
from the PLO, which the organiza- 
tion might have to balance by a fur- 


_ ther wave of terror. The Soviets are 


increasingly showing their concern 
over the proliferation of missiles and 
the unconventional arms race ip the 
Middle East. At the same time, they 
are ive about the intifada, 
the possibility that it might get out 
of hand, and the possible effect of 
such a development on the arms 
race, Novik said. The Soviets be- 
lieve that a new, more dangerous 
stage of the intifada is to be expect- 
ed in the coming months. 


At the same time. the Soviets be- 
lieve that world attention is focused 
on the Middle East conflict, and that 
conditions are ripe for serious pro- 
= in the peace process, Novik 
said. 


The projected Soviet diplomatic 
activity. which is to accelerate in the 
next few weeks, wil] be aimed at 
advancing the international confer- 
ence. Terrasav told Novik that the 
differences between the U.S. and 
Soviet Union on the conference are 
definitely bridgeable. 

Novik said that Terrasov’s de- 
scription of the powers of the con- 
ference plenum were the most be- 
nign he has ever heard from the 
Soviets. 

In the conference envisaged by 
the Soviets, the PLO would be an 
independent negotiating party. One 
of the main topics on the agenda of 
the multilateral committee would be 
the arms race. 

Novik and Terrasov met for six 
hours. during which the Soviet also 
showed great interest in political de- 
velopments in Israel. Novik showed 
him the latest opinion polls. 


Nablus man shot during

A 42-year-old Nablus man was 
shot and wounded yesterday outside 
his home during a curfew in the city. 
Palestinians said the shooting was 

ked, but the IDF reported 
that soldiers had opened fire at 
stone-throwers. 

“There is no shooting at curfew- 
breakers,” an IDF spokeswoman 
said. “They can be arrested, but not 
shot at.” 

Palestinians are to observe a gen- 


The strike was called in the Jatest 
leafiet of the underground Seader- 
ship of the uprising. 
The shooting occurred in the old 
of Nablus. Residents said 
Bilal Shu’bi left his house to wait for 
an ambulance, after calling the vebi- 
cle to evacuate his 10-year-old son 
who had tonsillitis and a fever. 
As Shu’bi stood near his home, 


soldiers standing behind a metal 


door 120 metres away fired at him, 
though there were no clashes in the 
area, residents said. Shu'bi was 
wounded in the chest, and taken to 
Makassed Hospital in Jerusalem, 
where’ he is in intensive care. 

A military spokeswoman said 
troops clashed with stone-throwers 
who defied the curfew. The soldiers 
fired one shot, wounding a person, 
she said. Nail-studded clubs and 


other makeshift weapons were 
found at the scene, according to the 
spokeswoman. 

Palestinians said there were three 
other cases in which soldiers shot 
curfew-breakers, but none of these 
reports were confirmed by the IDF: 

O A 17-year-old youth, Jamal 
Kalbuneb, was shot Saturday when 
he ieft his home to pick figs near his 
home. He was hit in the buttocks, 
and hospitalized. 

O A 9-year-old girl, Marrah Kan- 
dilo, was shot in the leg when she 
rushed out of her home on Friday 
after mistaking an army announce- 
ment extending the curfew for a can- 
cellation of the ban. 

O Also Friday, a 23-year-old man 
was shot in the leg for violating the 
curfew. 

The police have seized the gun of 
Eliezer Sbohat, of Kedumim, who 
opened fired in Kalkilya op Sunday. 
They are investigating whether he is 
connected with the wounding of two 
of the town’s residents. 

The reported confiscation of Sho- 
hat’s gun has stirred up a storm 
among West Bank settlers. The sec- 
retariat of Gush Emunim cabled the 
defence and police ministers. de- 
manding that all seized weapons be 
retumed. 

Sbohat says that he was attacked 
by stones as he was driving his wife. 
who is nine-months pregnant. to 
Beilinson Hospital, and that he fired 
in self-defence. 

Nablus residents reported exten- 
sive raids vesterday by tax officials 
who visited homes during the curfew 


to collect debts. The curfew in Nab- 
lus has been in force for five days. 

In other incidents reported yes- 
terday, a 23-year-old man was shot 
in the leg and hand when troops 
broke up dozens of rioters at Βα] ἃ, 
near Tulkarm. A curfew was 
clamped on the village and later 
lifted. 

A woman from Kiryat Arba was 
wounded when youths stoned her 
car in the centre of Hebron. Kiryat 
Arba activist Aharon Domb, who 
was driving the car, said he managed 
to escape the mob by shooting eight 
shots in tbe air and driving quickly 
out of the area. Troops tater dis- 
persed the crowd. 

At Tarkumiya. near Hebron, two 
petrol bombs were thrown at a car 
with Israeli licence plates that was 
driven by an Arab. military sources 
said. The vehicle was burned but 
there were no casualties. A curfew 
was clamped on Tarkumiya. 

Curfews remained in force in the 
Tulkarm, Balata and al-Amari refu- 
gee camps, and in Bani Naim. 

Stone-throwing at Israeli cars was 
reported in several locations, in- 
cluding Anabta, along the Nablus- 
Tulkarm road, and Tulkarm. where 
the windshield of one vehicle was 
smashed. ; 

In Tulkarm, two local youths who 
had been held by troops complained 
to the police that soldiers stole over 
140 dinars (about $400) from them 
during their detention.

American Barry Miller was one of thou- 
sands who watched in horror as the three 
planes collided in midair. ‘I saw the fireball, 
and then the noise hit me,” Miller said. “It 
sounded like somebody running into an alu- 
minium garage or something.” 

“It was horrible, horrible,” said Krista 
Banks, a West German who witnessed the 
disaster from the control tower of the airbase. 
“There was a big flash of flame ἐπεὶ smoke, 
and people were running away. Everyone in 
the tower was in shock. 

Jim Beichler, a university lecturer from 
Maryland, told the unofficial U.S. military 
newspaper Stars and Stripes that the crowd fell 
silent when the crippled plane careened to- 
ward the spectator area. “The plane blew up, 
and people started running,” Beichler said. 
“One guy was on fire. Other people were 


wrapped up in barbed wire. There were small 
fires all around me.~ 

Hours after the crash, the airfield was scat- 
tered with paper cups, beer crates and over- 
turned chairs left by fleeing spectators. 

West German opposition politicians have 
been predicting a catastrophe involving low- 
flying military jets. The number of crashes has 
risen sharply this year. 

On September 11. 1982, 46 people were 
killed when a U.S. Army Chinook helicopter 
crashed at an air display at Mannheim. Earlier 
this year, three people were killed when a new 
Airbus crashed and exploded during an air 
show in the French town of Mulhouse. 

In Belgium on Sunday. a Finnish pilot was 
killed when his light aircraft crashed during an 
air show at the Kieine-Brogel air base near the 
Dutch border. 

The Frecce Tricolori, based near the city of 
Udine in northern Italy. were formed in 1930 
and are Italy's most experienced display team. 
with 14 pilots. The planes involved in the crash 
were Italian-built two-seater advanced train- 
ing aircraft. 

About 100 have been in service with the 
Italian Air Force since 1979.

Anti-terror unit 
captures Avitan

One of the most massive man- 
hunts ever conducted in Israel 
ended yesterday afternoon with 
the capture of convicted murder- 
er Herzl Avitan in Hod Ha- 
sharon, near Herzliya. 

Ap elite anti-terror unit of the 
Border Police stormed his bide- 
out at Rehov Sharet 33 at 3:15 
p.m. and apprehended the fugi- 
tive without firing a single shot. 

Police yesterday arrested five 
people, four men and a woman, 
suspected of helping Avitan es- 
cape from prison on Saturday. 

One of the suspects. prison 
warder Yosef Keidar, was taken 
hostage by Avitan during the escape 
and was later released. 

Police sealed off Hod Hasharon. 
especially the blue-collar Shikun 
Giora neighbourhood. with ua- 
marked cars and jeeps, as detectives 
armed with Uzi submachine guns 
and trained dogs searched the area. 

Fifty members of the anti-terror 
unit, dressed in civilian clothes, bul- 
let-proof vests and gas masks, 
stormed the apartment after firing 
gas grenades that induce fainting. 

When they entered they found 
Avitan lying on the floor, having 
succumbed to gas. An unloaded pis- 
tol was found in the apartment. 

A few minutes later, the murderer 
was led to a police van with his 
hands and feet cuffed. His forehead 
was bruised and blood dripped on to 
his red shir. Magen David Adom 
first-aid crews attended to the few 
neighbours who were also affected 
by the gas. . 

Later in the day, Police Inspector- 
General David Kraus disclosed de- 
tails of the prison break at a press 
conference at Tel Aviv district 
headquarters. 

Ou Saturday, after Avitan aban- 
doned the hijacked prison van near 
the Beersheba football field, he was 
forced to change his planned escape 
Toute because of quick action taken

by police in closing off the area. 

Ta Beersheba, the convict slipped 
into an apartment building on 58 
Rehov Hamsbahrim, knocked on 
the door of Shimon Almakayes, and 
held Almakayes, his wife and two 
young children hostage. Holding his 
gun in view, Avitan threatened to 
kill them. 

He then dyed his hair red, show- 
ered and put on new clothes he 
found in the closet. 

Kraus said that the police had 
known approximately where Avitan 
was, but delayed action because 
they did not how many hostages he 
bad. 

Avitan did not sleep Saturday 
night, and allowed his hostages to 
sleep for only a few hours. 

Later, Kraus asked Avitan how 
he could take a whole family hos- 
lage, and the fugitive responded: 
“But I sever pointed the gun at the - 
woman.” 

On Sunday at 12:30 p.m. Avitan 
forced Almakayes and one of his 
daughters down to the street. He 
stopped a taxi and ordered the driv- 
er to head towards the Ra’anana 
janction. At about 2:30 p.m, when 
he arrived near the orchards of Ra- 
mat Hadar, he left the cab and fled 
into the crees. The taxi driver and 
the two hostages drove back to 
Beersheba. 

They had been so frightened by 
the killer that they waited to renum 
home before contacting the police. 

They asked the commander of the 
local police station to come to their 
home because they were afraid to 
tell their story over the telephone. 

The information was immediately 
passed to the emergency headquar- 
ters in Tel Aviv. 

On Sunday night, the taxi driver 
led the police to the exact spot 
where he had dropped off Avitan. 

The driver told police that he had 
recognized his passenger during the 
trip, but had shown no sign of it 
because he was too frightened.

Prisoners come and go, 
so do prison directors 


The recapture of Herzl Avitan

The Prisons Service seems to have 
become a professional guillotine 
which claims the heads of its leaders 
almost as fast as prisoners escape 
from its gloomy jails. 

First there was liberal and com- 
promise-oriented commissioner 
Rafi Suissa, who resigned in Sep-

tember 1986 after a police comptrol- 
ler’s report charged him with a num- 
ber of improprieties. 

Then there was the tough and un- 
compromising commissioner, David 
Maimon. who tesigned in October 
after six terrorists escaped from the 
centra] prison in Gaza and three 
from the maximum-security Nafha 
Prison in the Negev. 

And now commissioner Levy 
Shaui - the man who said at his 
inauguration in November, “1 will 
not go down within a year. like a 
boxer knocked aut of the ring™ - 
told reporters that he would resign if 
the was found personally responsible 
for Avitan’s escape. 

Over the past few years, the Pris- 
ons Service's failures have become 
increasingly dangerous to the pub- 
lic. While Suissa caught criticism for 
a spate of five escapes from the low- 
security Ma‘asiyahu Prison in 
Ramle. the escapees during Mai- 
mon’s term included terrorists who 
had patticipated in the murder of 
three Israelis. 

When Avital escaped from Beer- 


| sheba prison on Saturday. he had a 


Joaded weapon in his hands, and 
two hostages. 

Investigations have repeatedly re- 
vealed that the escapes are due 


more to prison workers’ negligence 
than to inmates” ingenuity. 

The inmates who escaped from 
Nafha prison were aided by the fact 
that their guards did not bother to 
conduct a routine headcount on the 
aight of the escape, and then lied 
about the time the prisoners were 
discovered missing, in order to cov- 
er up for their negligence. 

Convicted killer Zvi Gur, who es- 
caped from Ayalon prison in 1985, 
had been allowed to work outside 
the prison even though his intelli- 
gence file contained coded letters 
detailing an escape plan. 

In Avitan's case, too, prisop au- 
thorities knew that he was planning 
to escape. For that reason, they 
moved him from prison to prisoa, 
and kept him under close guard. All 
ta no avail. 

In bureaucratic parlance, the Pris- 
ons Service's problem is “limited re- 
sources.” In plain language, it is 
maney. 

One of sacieties’ most unpleas- 
ant. unprestigious. and generally 
thankless tasks -- guarding convicted 
‘murderers. rapists. and thieves — 
doesn’t pay well either. Little won- 
der that it has been difficult to re- 
cruit the best and brightest, or even 
just the dull and diligent, to work 
48-hour shifts inside the prison. 

Because the government has not 
been willing to make the invest- 
ment. oot a single new prison has 
been built in the past 10 years. Se- 
vere overcrowding has resulted. 
Work and educational programmes 
are minima). Only a day before Avi- 
tan’s escape, Israel Television aired 
a-programme about Beersheba pris- 
oners’ frustrations - frustrations 
which prompted 72 inmates to slash 
their wrists several weeks ago.

Soviets sending Sukhoi-24s to Syria 


ABU DHABI (AFP) — The Soviet 
Union has agreed fos the first time 
ever to supply Syria with Sukhoi-24 
fighter bombers, the United Arab 
Emirates daily Al-ittihad reported 
yesterday quoting Western military 
sources. 

The report said the delivery of an 
unspecified number of Sukhoj-24s — 
the most sophisticated Soviet war- 
plane ~ would considerably boost 
the Syrian air defence capacity. 

Syria already has some 478 com- 
bat aircraft, according to the /987- 
1989 Military Balance published by 


the London-based International In- 
stitute for Strategic Studies. 

Moscow has also recently deliv- 
ered an unspecified number of MiG- 
29 warplanes to Damascus. Some of 
these planes are to be operational by 
the end of the year with Syrian pi- 
fots, the repart added. 

On Sunday, The New York Times 
quoted U.S. officials as saying that 
the Soviet Union was éxpanding its 
military installations on the Syrian 
coast to provide a home for its Med- 
iterranean fleet that would increase 
its presence in the Middle East.

IF elected, the Likud will make the achieve- 
ment of peace through talks with the Arabs of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza its top priority. This 
announcement was issued by the Likud’s elec- 
tion-campaign chairman, Moshe Arens. as far 
back as two weeks ago. {t did not cause much 
of a stir. Perbaps it should have. Although 
outwardly bland to the point of vacuity, the 
announcement may have borne a fresh 
message. . 

The precise nature of this message. howev- 
er, remains elusively, and intriguingly, 
uncertain. ᾿ 

In an interview with the Hebrew daily Ha- 
dashot \ast Friday, Mr. Arens chose for his 
motto, “elections in the territories and negoti- 
ations with the elected (Palestinian) represen- 
tatives.” Minimizing the novelty, the minis- 
ter-without-portfolio recalled what he claimed 
were similar provisions in the Camp David 
accords. Those supposedly similar provisions 
refer to elections for the self-governing au- 
thority (administrative council) in the West 
Bank and Gaza, whose menibers are also to 
take part in talks on the final status of the 
territories, together with Israel, Egypt and 
Jordan. The framework of the autonomy, 
however, is -- or was ~ to be agreed in talks 
between Israel, Egypt and Jordan without 
direct Palestinian participation. 

Any such agreement has been highly un- 
likely ever since Egypt broke off the autono- 
my talks, in 1982; and now that King Hussein 
has retracted his claim of right to areas west of 
the Jordan river, it can mean little but agree- 
ment among Israel's political parties on the 
establishment of a unilateral autonomy. This 
must be the autonomy Mr. Arens has in mind. 
It will, however, be run not by Israeli appoin- 
tees but by elected Palestinian representa- 
tives. And it is with them that Mr. Arens 
proposes to hold negotiations. 

But negotiations about what ? To this not 

important question, the Likud’s campaign 
chairman has so far offered no reply. 

Surely not about the future of Greater Isra- 
el, Yet the mere readiness to hold the talks 

ignals an intention to avoid a formal annex- 
ation of the territories so long as the autono- 
my is in force, And the explicit call for Pales- 
tinian elections, although seemingly 
innocuous, implies willingness to confer with 
representatives of the Palestinians’ owa 


choice, even if they happen to be tarred by 
association with the PLO. 

Were they not sparked off by a hardlining 
leader of the Likud, such ideas might by now 
be considered fairly trivial. But the notion of 
Palestinian elections has been derided, al- 
though privately, by most Herutniks who pre- 
tend to be unalterably committed to Camp 
David. And the option of a slightly-less-than- 
wholesale annexation suggested by Ariel 
Sharon, and reeking of a passion for confron- 
tation, is implicitly rejected by Mr. Arens. 

The non-confrontational strategy champi- 
oned by Mr. Arens and -- it is safe to assume — 
his faction leader, Premier Yitzhak Shamir, 
may be aimed as much at voters seeking reas- 
surance that the Likud is led by reasonable 
men, not by trigger-happy gunslingers, as at 
the post-election Labour Alignment. 

Most recent public-opinion polls suggest a 
renewed electoral deadlock between the two 
major parties and their “natural” allies on 
November 1. Although the Labour Party and 
its moderate allies could not possibly form a 
viable government coalition with the extreme 
Left parties which are mostly supported by 
Israel's Arab vote, the Alignment could mus- 
ter enough Knesset votes to block a narrow 
Likud-based extreme Rightist coalition. That 
would spell another bout of national unity 
governance. But even if the Likud does some- 
what better than now foreseen. its only hope 
of not becoming a hostage to the likes of 
Tehiya, Tzomet and Kach lies in another co- 
alition with the Aligament. Mr. Shamir knows 
it, and is willing. 

Despite Shimon Peres’s vehemently ex- 
pressed dismissal of the idea, an understand- 
ing between him and Mr. Shamir based on the 
quest for an interim Palestinian solution, such 
as a unilateral autonomy, is not inconceivable. 
But only, it may be assumed, if the interim 
solution is not, again, meant to be merely a 
prelude to its perpetuation; which would auto- 
matically preclude a dialogue with even the 
most moderate Palestinians. 

With a concerted super-power peace-drive 
in the region just around the corner, it would 
be another misleading illusion for the next 
Israel government to put all its money on 
unilateral autonomy as an ultimate goal. 
Whatever its uses, in itself it does not promise 
anything like the achievement of peace. 


A new chief rabbi for Tel Aviv . 


AN Ashkenazi chief rabbi, to be precise, since 
Israel’s second-largest city did not lack for a 
Sephardi chief rabbi; and after a two-year 
interval during which a determined band of 
Tel Aviv women fought for the right of their 
sex to be represented on the electoral college 
that chooses municipal chief rabbis.

THE LABOUR PARTY is plan- 
ning to direct its election campaign 
mainly at floating voters on the 
right. These are defined as voters 
who are intellectually inclined to ac- 
cept the territories-for-peace formu- 
la and uaderstand that “The Whole 
Land of Israel” is at best a pipe- 
dream and at worst, if anlyone ties 
to realize it through the annexation 
of the administered territories, the 
beginning of the end, but who either 
do not trust Labour to stick by its 
own red lines, do not know what 
these red lines are, or believe that, 
despite jts declared ideology, only 
the Likud can deliver peace -- even a 
peace based on territorial 


compromise. 

At this stage the Labour Party 
hopes it will not be forced to fight a 
full-fledged war on two fronts — the 
right and the left: the left-wing Zi- 
onist parties - Mapam and the Citi- 
zens Rights Movement - are in no 
sense Labour's ideological enemies, 
and are its preferred potential coali- 
tion partners. Nevertheless, in the 
last four years, as members of the 
opposition, they have both devel- 
oped a vexing habit of attacking the 
Labour Party more viciously than 
the Likud. - 

If they follow the same strategy in 
the election campaign ~ and both 
will try to gain support at Labour's 
expense -- Labour will have no 
choice but to fight back. The Labour 
Party is concerned that the attacks 
on it from the left might be so vi- 
cious that they wil] obstruct its ef- 
forts to attract right-wing floaters. 
Labour is also concerned that if Ma- 
pam and the CRM are too successful

Undaunted, he went to Paris, and 
after much lobbying got the govern- 
ment-owned Renault car makers Me 
sign up as his new partner, for the 
assembly of their Quatre Chevaux 
and Dauphine models in Haifa. 

Thus, [lin writes, he “pioneered 
the relationship with France” at a 
time when Israel was isolated, a re- 
lationship that flourished until the 
Six Day War. In any case, he assem- 
bled 2,500 Renaults until 1957, 
when, under mounting pressure 
from the Arab boycott and particu- 
larly Syria, the French Foreign Min- 
istry forced Renault to withdraw 
from Haifa. 

The letter announcing the break 
was posted not from the Renault 
offices, as usual, but from a post 
office in Avenue Victor Hugo, near 
the Syrian embassy. He ascertained, 
he said, that the proud French had 
gone crawling to the embassy with 
their letter and let the Syrians post it 
and dispel any doubts. 

But a man like Din does not let 
adversity daunt him. With the assis- 
tance of Jewish car dealers and buy- 
ers in the U.S., where Renault was 
then trying to establish itself, he pat 

on the company and soon 
walked off with a cheque for

He completed another complex 
deal: he sold a shipload of Kaiser 
jeeps from his Haifa plant to Colom- 
bia, in return for a heap of coffee. 
This he bargained away to East Ger- 
many for pig iron, sugar, beer barley 
and a variety of other goods, which 
he sold partly here and partly 
abroad, doing more “impossible” 
business. 


THE COMPENSATION cheques 
enabled him to “realize my dream of 
starting a bigh- tech industry in Isra- 
el” with a $6m. auto re-parts. 
plant in Ashkelon, which aiso sold 
parts to the Defence Ministry. 

In 1967, the ministry forced him 
to sell out to them “for less than half 
of what it cost me.” But, though by 
his own reckoning deprived of a cool 
$3m., be had the satisfaction of see- 
ing the plant prove its mettle: “Mer- 
kava tank parts are made there.” 

Two years later, Hin came to the 
end of his motorway, “forced” to 
sell the Haifa factory to his arch 
rival, the late Yitzhak Shubinsky of 
Autocars, for a measly $2.5m. Shu- 
binsky, ‘who named one of his cars 
after Mc. Carmel,” went bankrupt, 
and not very much Jater put an end 
to the manufacture'of passenger cars 
in Israel. 

Tlin now went from manufactur- 
ing to selling, except for a rather 
short-lived factory in Nazareth, 
which produced arty wall carpets, 
one of them given to and acknowl- 
edged by the pope of the time. The 
factory was “killed” by the system. 
he said, forcing him to pay taxes for 
his tapestries "ἂν though they were 
carpets to tread on.”

U.S. won’t 
appeal ruling 
allowing PLO 
office at UN

WASHINGTON - The Reagan Ad- 


ministration yesterday announced it 
would not appeal a U.S. court order 
allowing the PLO to maintain its 
office at the UN. 

The Justice and State Depart- 
ments said the decision was made 
“in light of foreign policy consider- 
ations” and “important interation- 
al obligations” after ‘‘careful 
deliberation.” 

The decision represents a victory 
for the State Department, which 
had argued in favour of keeping 
open the PLO office in New York. 
U.S. diplomats feared that Ameri- 
ca’s interests in the Arab world and 
elsewhere would suffer if the PLO 
office were closed. 

The Justice Department, on legal 
grounds. recommended appealing 
the court decision. 

The American Israel Public Af- 
fairs Committee (Aipac) and other 
pro-Israeli groups had strongly 
urged the administration to appeal 
the court order. Several] pro-Israeli 
congressmen and senators had also 
written to the White House recom- 
mending that the appeal go forward. 
American Arab groups, on the oth- 
er hand, had lobbied aggressively in 
favour of the PLO. 

U.S. officials yesterday said that 
President Reagan had personally 
made the final decision, siding with 
the State Department. 

In a formal statement, a U.S. 
spokesman explained that the deci- 
sion “was based on a determination 
thar, on balance, the interests of the 


. United States are best served by not 


appealing™ the U.S. District Court 
order. 

The court had ruled that the 1987 
Anti-Terrorism Act does not re- 
quire closing the PLO mission in 
New York because Congress “did 
not clearly indicate its intent on the 
face of the statute” to violate U.S. 


obligations under the UN Head- 


quarters Agreement. 

The Reagan Administration had 
originally opposed the Congressio- 
nal drive to shut down the PLO 
office in New York. But it was 
obliged to close the office after Con- 
gress passed legislation mandating 
that the mission be shut down. Rea- 
gan signed that measure into law. 

Earlier, the PLO's information 
office in Washington was closed. 
The State Department yesterday 
said that the Washington office will 
remain closed since it was “not cov- 
ered" by the UN Headquarters 
Agreement. “The administration 
will continue to oppose efforts to 
reopen the PLO information office 
in Washington,” State Department 
spokeswoman Phyilis Oakley said. 

In explaining yesterday's deci- 
sion, Oakley recalled that the ad- 
ministration had proceeded to εα- 
force the U.S. law by seeking a 
judicial order closing the PLO mis- 
sion. Ske said the UN had opposed 
this U.S. action as being contrary to 
U.S. treaty obligations. 

“It is the administration's normal 
policy to appeal adverse District 
Court decisions of this kind, but it 
was decided, in light of foreign poli- 
cy considerations, not to a in 
this instance,” the Justice Depart- 
ment statement said. 

Meanwhile, U.S. officials yester- 
day said they were only beginning to 
debate whether to grant PLO Chair- 
man Yasser 1 an entry yisa to 
address the UN General Assembly 
in the fall. Arafat has also been in- 
vited to speak before the National 
Press Club in Washington. 


Chinese scientists at aeronautics conference

Israeli leftists, PLO envoys at UN meet

NAZARETH - A 50-person dele- 
gation’ of Israeli left-wingers is 
scheduled to take part in a UN- 
sponsored conference in Geneva to- 
day which will be attended by Pales- 
tinians and PLO representatives. 

Tt was not clear Jast night, howev- 
er, whether the Israeli delegates, 
from the Communist Democratic 
Front for Peace and Equality, the 
Progressive List for Peace and other 
left-wing groups, would meet with 
PLO officials in a way that could be 
considered in violation of the law. 

The delegates said they would be 
attending the conference of nop- 
governmental organizations on the 
Palestinian question, which has held 
an international meeting every year 
since it was established in 1983, in 


the wake-of the Lebanon War. 
Last ote conference was at- 
tended PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat. But he is not expected to 
participate this year because of oth- 
er commitments — notably, an invi- 
tation to address the European Par- 
fiament in Strasbourg about the 
The PLO is expected to send a 
high-level delegation to the meet- 
inig. which will also be attended by 
scores of representatives from other 
countries throughout the world. 


One of the Israeli delegates, 
DFPE MK -and Nazareth Mayor 
Tewfik Ziad, said there was no spe- 
cific intention on the part of the 
Israeli delegates to meet or bold 
talks with PLO representatives. But 
he did not rule out the possibility of 


discussions within the framework of 
the conference itself. 

Ziad, who is due to fly directly to 
Geneva this morning to join Israeli 
delegates who left earlier, said he 

the PLO representatives 
to make announcements concerning 
a possible new policy based on rec- 
ognition of Israel. 

He added, however, that there 
would be no official statements, as 
the PLO had yet to formalize its 
proposals at its Palestine National 
Council meeting. 

PLP MK Matti Peled, who is stay- 
ing behind this year after attending 
previous meetings of the UN-spon~ 
sored conference in the past, said 
members of the PLP delegation, in- 
cluding MK Mohammed Miari, 
would participate in the full pro- 
gramme of events at the conference.

tioned the High Court of Justice 
against the order closing the associa- 
tion for two years. 


At the Jneid prison near Nablus, 
military advisory boards are to hear 
appeals today by 15 West Bank men 
issued with expulsion orders. An ini- 
tial hearing set for Sunday was post- 
poned after Israeli and Arab lawyers 
representing the deportees failed to 
appear, in protest against the curfew 
in Nablus which they said hampered 
their access to IJneid. 

In Gaza, a request by Jawyers for 
10 Gaza Strip men facing deporta- 
tion orders to open the appeal hear- 
ings to the media was initially grant- 
ed, but later refused. 

An authoritative military source 
said there had been “a misunder- 
standing.” The committees, which 
make recommendations to the area 
commander, always meet in cam- 


era. 

Tamar Peleg. of the Association 
for Civil Rights in Israel, insisted 
there was no reason to conceal in- 
formation revealed to the depor- 
tees, for if they are expelled they 
can reveal the information anyway. 
Moreover, the committee may with- 
hold sensitive information from the 
prospective deportees.
